Dr.  Ebbe  Curtis  Hoff  attended  the  University  of  Washing- 
ton, Seattle,  graduating  with  the  B.  S.  degree.  He  then  at- 
tended the  University  of  Oxford  in  England  where  he  earned 
the  M.  A.  and  the  Ph.  D.  in  the  field  of  neurophysiology,  as 
well  as  his  M.  D.  degree.  From  1932  to  1936,  he  was  a  research 
fellow  and  member  of  the  faculty  of  Yale  University  School 
of  Medicine  where  he  taught  and  carried  out  neurophysiological 
research  in  the  department  of  physiology.  For  four  subsequent 
years,  he  was  a  student  at  the  London  Hospital  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  London  and  spent  the  first  year  of  World  War  II 
in  the  Emergency  Medical  Service  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
in  England,  working  in  the  Neurosurgical  Service  of  the  Lon- 
don Hospital  and  other  hospitals  under  the  direction  of  the 
London  Hospital.  He  served  as  Lieutenant-Commander  and  sub- 
sequently Commander  in  the  Medical  Corps  of  the  U.  S.  Navy 
(Flight  Surgeon),  attached  to  the  Research  Division  of  the 
Bureau  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  and  finally  as  an  Assistant 
Naval  Attache  at  the  U.  S.  Embassy,  London,  in  charge  of  the 
Naval  Office  of  Medical  Research  and  Liaison. 

Dr.  Hoff  joined  the  staff  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
as  professor  of  neurological  science  in  1946.  He  became  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Graduate  Study  in  1947  and  was 
made  dean  of  the  school  of  graduate  studies  in  1957.  In  1948, 
he  became  medical  director  of  the  Division  of  Alcohol  Studies 
and  Rehabilitation,  State  Health  Department,  Commonwealth 
of  Virginia. 

Dr.  Hoff  is  a  member  of  the  Richmond  Astronomical  Society 
as  is  his  son,  David.  Dr.  Hoff  frequently  speaks  to  local  groups 
regarding  astronomy,  this  being  a  most  popular  subject  since 
the  advent  of  Sputniks,  moon-shoots,  missiles,  and  rockets.  Dr. 
Hoff's  daughter,  Phebe  May,  is  pursuing  graduate  work  toward 
a  Ph.  D.  degree  at  Columbia  University  in  the  field  of  genetics 
with  her  special  interest  in  cancer  studies.  Mrs.  Hoff  is  assistant 
editor  of  the  project  known  as  "The  History  of  Preventive 
Medicine,  World  War  II,  of  the  Army  Medical  Department," 
of  which  Dr.  Hoff  is  editor.  They  work  together  on  this  project 
and  have  thus  far  seen  three  volumes  of  this  work  published, 
with  perhaps  three  more  to  come. 

To  round  out  his  keen  interest  in  all  things,  Dr.  Hoff  is 
superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School  of  St.  Mary's  Episcopal 
Church  in  Goochland  County,  and  Mrs.  Hoff  is  assistant  super- 
intendent.

When  Graduate  Work  Began  at  MCV 


W.  T.  Sanger,  Chancellor 


Dr.  John  C.  Forbes,  now  research  pro- 
fessor of  biochemistry,  led  in  the  early 
thirties  in  advocacy  of  starting  graduate 
work  at  MCV.  This  was  to  be  on  a 
modest  scale. 

It  was  thought  by  many  of  us  that 
the  presence  of  graduate  students  here 
would  stimulate  research,  the  faculty  and 
our  professional  students,  and  open  an- 
other door  of  promise  to  carefully  selected 
young  people  of  Virginia.  It  was  rec- 
ognized that  work  in  the  medical  sciences 
offered  first-rate  careers  to  those  who 
preferred  teaching  and  research  in  the 
medical  sciences  to  practice  of  one  of 
the  health  professions;  different  tastes 
and  aptitudes  are  involved  to  a  consid- 
erable extent. 

It  can  now  be  said  that  the  addition 
of  graduate  work  has  measured  up  to 
expectations  as  will  appear  from  the  sev- 


eral discussions  in  this  issue  of  The 
Scarab.  The  story  of  the  early  years 
represents   solid   pioneering. 

In  1934,  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia authorized  the  department  of  bio- 
chemistry to  undertake  graduate  work 
leading  to  an  M.  S.  degree.  A  Graduate 
Committee,  consisting  of  Drs.  I.  A.  Big- 
ger, Lee  E.  Sutton,  Jr.,  W.  G.  Crockett, 
F.  L.  Apperly,  S.  F.  Bradel,  H.  L.  Oster- 
ud,  Miss  Frances  Helen  Zeigler,  with 
Dr.  J.  C.  Forbes  as  chairman,  was  ap- 
pointed by  President  Sanger.  Two  stu- 
dents were  enrolled  in  the  fall  of  that 
year:  Miss  Jeanette  S.  McConnell,  A.  B., 
Randolph-Macon  Women's  College, 
Lynchburg;  and  James  Henry  Wills,  B.  S., 
Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute,  Blacksburg. 

At  that  time,  all  of  the  research  facil- 
ities of  the  department  of  biochemistry, 
as    well    as    the    chemical    laboratory    of

the  College  hospitals,  which  were  under 
Doctor  Forbes'  direction,  were  housed 
in  the  basement  of  the  "Old  Egyptian 
Building."  The  basement  of  this  build- 
ing, which  had  been  used  for  storage 
of  all  kinds  of  things,  was  remodeled  in 
order  to  afford  research  facilities  for  the 
department  of  biochemistry  and  pathol- 
ogy as  well  as  housing  the  rat  colony  for 
use  by  the  departments  housed  in  that 
building,  namely,  pathology,  physiology, 
pharmacology,  and  the  research  facilities 
of  biochemistry.  Here  also  the  Biological 
Seminar  was  organized  and  conducted 
during  its  early  years. 

Miss  McConnell's  research  work  dealt 
with  a  study  of  the  cerebrosides  of  the 
spleen  of  a  patient  who  had  died  from 
Gaucher's  Disease.  Mr.  Wills'  was  on 
factors  affecting  the  pH  of  saliva.  After 
two  years  of  very  creditable  work,  Miss 
McConnell  and  Mr.  Wills  were  awarded 
degrees  of  Master  of  Science  in  June  of 
1936.  Miss  McConnell  went  on  to  re- 
ceive an  M.  D.  degree  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania  and  Mr.  Wills  a 
Ph.D.  degree  in  physiology  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Rochester.  The  department  of 
biochemistry  can  be  justly  proud  of  the 
very  fine  records  which  these  first  grad- 
uates have  made  in  the  scientific  field. 
In  June,  1939,  two  other  students  received 
M.  S.  degrees  in  biochemistry,  Mr.  (Dr.) 
R.  V.  Bowers,  B.  S.,  Lynchburg  College, 
and  Miss  Sarah  Covey,  A.  B.,  University 
of  Richmond.  In  1942,  graduate  work 
was  started  in  the  departments  of  pathol- 
ogy and  bacteriology,  in  physical  medi- 
cine in  1945,  and  in  physiology  and  phar- 
macology in  1947. 

Dr.  Ebbe  Hoff  took  over  as  chairman 
of  the  Graduate  Committee  in  1947.  Un- 
der his  able  leadership,  graduate  work 
at  the  College  has  advanced  at  an  ac- 
celerated rate.  The  first  Ph.D.  degree  was 
granted  June  3,  1952,  to  Archie  W.  Mil- 
ler, Jr.  He  went  immediately  to  a  good 
position  in  a  leading  university,  has  also 
completed  his  M.  D.  degree,  and  is  en- 
gaged  in   academic  work. 

In  1957,  the  school  of  graduate  studies 
was  organized  with  Doctor  Hoff  as  dean. 
Under  him  this  program  continues  to 
prosper.  Thirty-one  students  are  currently 
registered.  Their  impact  upon  the  insti- 
tution is  as  notable  as  the  challenging 
opportunities  which  the  students  enjoy. 
The  regret  is  that  parents  and  young 
people  generally  know  so  little  about  the 
program  in  graduate  work  at  MCV.

The  Graduate  Study  Program  at 
MCV  Now  and  ror  trie  Future 

Ebbe  Curtis  Hoff,  Dean  of  Graduate  Studies 


Although  opportunities  for  graduate 
study  at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
have  been  available  since  1934,  as  Dr. 
Sanger  has  recounted  elsewhere  in  this 
issue,  it  was  not  until  January,  1957,  that 
the  program  was  organized  as  a  school 
of  graduate  studies.  The  growth  of  this 
program  has  been  steady  and  has  paral- 
leled the  progress  in  this  field  in  the 
southern  region  generally.  The  mission 
of  our  school  of  graduate  studies  is  to 
educate  teachers  and  investigators  in  the 
medical  sciences.  Work  for  the  Master 
of  Science  degree  prepares  the  student 
for  less  advanced  levels  of  function,  while 
the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  repre- 
sents the  highest  level  of  formal  graduate 
education  for  the  teacher  and  research 
worker.  Most  of  our  graduate  students  en- 
ter the  program  having  just  completed  an 
undergraduate  course  leading  to  a  Bach- 
elor's degree,  but  there  is  an  increasing 
number  who  already  have  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Medicine  or  Doctor  of  Dental 
Surgery  who  desire  the  specialized  edu- 
cation in  research  and  teaching  culminat- 
ing in  the  Ph.  D.  degree. 

For  a  majority  of  the  basic  science 
faculty  of  schools  of  medicine,  the  Ph.D. 
in  one  of  the  basic  medical  sciences  is  req- 
uisite and  most  of  the  fundamental  medi- 
cal scientific  research  is  done  by  or  in 
close  cooperation  with  such  scientists.  In 
addition,   a  large  number  of  physicians, 


dentists,  and  other  professionally  trained 
personnel  in  the  health  fields  qualify  them- 
selves for  investigative  careers  through 
channels  that  do  not  involve  study  for 
an  academic  degree.  This  is  especially 
true  in  clinical  research. 

The  function  of  our  graduate  studies 
program  is  to  cooperate  in  the  conserva- 
tion, diffusion,  and  augmentation  of 
knowledge  by  identifying,  inspiring,  and 
educating  gifted  students  who  show  prom- 
ise as  teachers  and  research  workers.  As 
such,  graduate  education  can  be  one  of 
the  most  rewarding  of  all  educational 
fields.  It  is  certainly  an  essential  part  of 
our  stake  in  the  future  of  public  health. 
Medicine  can  not  advance  without  it  or 
hardly  even  hold  to  its  present  accomplish- 
ments. Yet  such  education  is  relatively  ex- 
pensive, requires  highly  individualized 
teaching,  and  calls  for  dedicated  and  com- 
petent faculty  and  students.  Careers  in 
research  and  teaching  in  the  medical 
sciences  are  potentially  satisfying,  and  yet 
some  are  probably  deflected  from  such 
careers  because  of  generally  lower  financial 
rewards  and  sometimes  lower  public  pres- 
tige than  in  other  fields.  Lately,  it  has 
been  pointed  out  (correctly,  I  believe) 
that  many  capable  young  women  are  lost 
to  science  because  some  less  essential  jobs 
seem  to  have  more  glamor  than  the  lab- 
oratory. 

The  number  of  graduate  students  work- 


ing toward  research  degrees  in  medical 
institutions  is  small.  A  report  of  the  Na- 
tional Research  Council  reveals  that  as  of 
April  1,  1958,  there  was  a  total  of  only 
2580  such  students  in  the  United  States 
and  its  possessions.  Of  this,  283  were 
non-citizens.  This  is  not  enough  to  pro- 
vide replacements  for  those  who  retire, 
let  alone  satisfy  the  greater  needs  for 
future  teachers  and  investigators  in  schools 
of  medicine,  research  institutes,  and  spe- 
cial industrial  laboratories.  Of  these  2580 
students,  Virginia  was  training  21  (all 
at  MCV)  and  Virginia  ranks  twenty-first 
among  the  states.  Sixteen  states  offer  no 
such  program  at  all.  In  some  important 
basic  medical  sciences,  the  deficiency  is 
particularly  striking.  For  example,  in 
medical  biophysics  in  1958,  only  14  stu- 
dents were  in  training  in  the  whole 
country.  Two  of  these  were  at  the  Medi- 
cal  College  of  Virginia. 

This  growing  and  unmet  need  for  med- 
ical scientists  offers  a  challenge  to  which 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  is  at- 
tempting to  respond  in  a  realistic  en- 
deavor. This  year,  there  are  31  graduate 
students  enrolled  in  the  several  depart- 
ments of  the  College,  13  working  for 
the  M.S.  and  18  for  the  Ph.D.  Accept- 
ance of  a  new  applicant  depends  upon 
his  approval  by  one  of  the  departments 
which  offers  to  sponsor  the  candidate 
and  assign  him  a  faculty  advisor.  Final 
decision  on  admission  is  made  by  the 
dean  of  graduate  studies.  Each  new  stu- 
dent's plan  of  courses,  seminars,  and 
other  training  is  worked  out  individually 
by  his  advisor  and  other  members  of  his 
major  department  and  himself,  and  the 
final  recommended  plan  is  carefully  con-

sidered  by  the  Graduate  Council  whose 
approval  is  required.  In  this  and  other 
ways,  the  Graduate  Council  serves  to  main- 
tain and  advance  our  standards  and  to 
help  give  direction  to  the  graduate  pro- 
gram. 

The  graduate  student's  work  is  and 
must  always  be  highly  specialized  and  in- 
dividualized; and  the  graduate  courses, 
seminars,  and  conferences  in  which  he 
works  are  small  with  close  contact  with 
his  teachers.  He  also  takes  some  courses  pri- 
marily designed  for  students  of  the  other 
schools,  and  in  this  way  comes  in  con- 
tact with  medical,  dental,  and  other  stu- 
dents. Much  might  be  said  for  the  bene- 
fits of  this  in  making  possible  a  cross- 
exchange  of  ideas  and  points  of  view. 
Teaching  graduate  students  in  a  depart- 
ment necessitates  that  certain  (at  least) 
of  the  staff  be  actively  engaged  in  con- 
tributing to  basic  medical  scientific  ad- 
vance and  be  thoroughly  familiar  with 
the  frontiers  of  scientific  progress  in  their 
fields.  This  makes  for  an  educational  set- 
ting in  which  a  dynamic,  progressive  at- 
titude toward  medical  knowledge  and 
problems  can  flourish.  All  students  can 
share  in  the  benefits  of  such  an  enlight- 
ened  environment. 

Candidates  for  the  Ph.D.  degree  are 
required  not  only  to  pass  their  formal 
course  examinations  (earning  at  least  a 
"B"  in  courses  open  to  other  than  grad- 
uate  students)    but   they  must   also  take 


a  comprehensive  examination  (in  written 
and  oral  parts)  covering  the  whole  of 
their  major  and  minor  fields.  This  re- 
quirement evolves  from  our  concept  that 
the  medical  scientist  should  not  only  have 
demonstrated  that  he  has  mastered  and 
acquired  a  fund  of  working  knowledge 
but  also  that  he  can  exercise  judgment 
in  handling  ideas  critically  and  creative- 
ly. Much  of  the  seminar  work  for  grad- 
uate students  is  designed  to  impart  and 
train  such  ability.  At  the  level  of  the 
Master's  program,  too,  such  training  is 
not  lost  sight  of,  and  the  Master's  final 
oral  examination  is  not  only  a  defense 
of  the  candidate's  thesis  but  also  a  com- 
prehensive oral  examination. 

Master's  candidates  must  demonstrate 
a  reading  knowledge  of  scientific  litera- 
ture in  one  foreign  language  and  Ph.D. 
candidates  in  two.  This  requirement  has 
been  retained  in  recognition  of  the  need 
that  the  medical  scientists  have  a  world- 
wide breadth  of  perspective  and  com- 
munication. This  need  is  growing  rather 
than  receding.  Isolation  and  provincial- 
ism in  science  are  symptoms  of  mortal 
disease.  Most  graduate  students  present 
German  and/or  French  but  other  lan- 
guages of  special  importance  in  special 
fields  may  be  chosen,  and  at  present  one 
graduate  student  at  MCV  is  studying 
Russian  as  one  of  her  foreign  languages. 
It  is  gratifying  that  more  and  more  stu- 
dents are  showing  real  skill  in  the  use 
of  foreign  languages  as  tools  in  their  work. 
Language  is  the  prime  instrument  by 
which  the  scientist  communicates.   He

should  be  able  to  use  his  own  and  others 
skillfully.  Mathematics  is  another  com- 
munication of  growing  significance  in 
medical   science. 

Much  has  been  written  and  said  about 
the  objectives  and  values  of  the  student 
research  project  and  the  preparation  of 
a  dissertation  as  a  part  of  the  education 
of  a  graduate  student.  In  the  medical 
sciences  (perhaps  more  than  in  the  hu- 
manities) the  graduate  thesis  subject  mat- 
ter can  represent  an  interest  in  which  the 
student  may  continue  for  several  years. 
I  believe  that  efforts  should  be  made  to 
help  the  graduate  student  find  a  thesis 
subject  in  which  he  does  have  a  genuine 
interest,  so  that  his  first  formal  research 
venture  will  mean  much  more  to  him 
than  just  routinely  going  through  the 
motions  of  the  investigator's  craft.  In- 
herent in  thesis  research  are  many  edu- 
cational opportunities:  intimate  associa- 
tion with  a  senior  investigator  who  is 
the  advisor;  learning  to  formulate  a 
hypothesis  and  test  it  through  a  sound 
research  design ;  learning  techniques ;  shar- 
ing ideas  with  others  through  seminars, 
scientific  literature,  scientific  meetings, 
etc.;  and  practicing  the  curiosity,  ob- 
jectivity, honesty,  and  humility  that  sci- 
entific research  demands.  Probably  no 
experience  is  more  instructive  in  teaching 
clarity  of  thought,  organization,  and  ex- 
pression than  the  preparation  of  a  good 
thesis.  The  medical  scientist  must  know 
how  to  write  and  speak  well.  This  abil- 
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ity  is  a  part  of  his  talent  for  teaching 
others.  The  teaching  environment  and 
the  research  situation  are  inseparably 
linked  and  we  hope  that  such  will  con- 
tinue to  be  the  setting  in  which  grad- 
uate students  at  MCV  will  prepare  them- 
selves to  guide,  inspire,  and  motivate  the 
student  of  the  future. 

Certain  essential  elements  go  to  make 
up  a  sound  graduate  study  program,  and 
it  is  our  endeavor  to  foster  these  in  our 
College.  The  first  element  is  a  competent 
faculty  whose  teaching  and  investigative 
activities  express  their  own  pioneer  think- 
ing in  the  foreground  of  medical  scientific 
progress.  Such  staff  function  best  with 
sufficient  time  for  individualized  teaching, 
for  research,  for  attendance  at  scientific 
meetings,  and  for  visiting  colleagues  in 
other  institutions.  They  require  adequate 
secretarial  and  technical  help.  Both  staff 
and  students  need  suitably  designed  lab- 
oratory space,  equipment,  animal  facilities, 
and  clinical  resources  as  may  be  neces- 
sary. Another  vital  element  is  a  contin- 
uing source  of  competent  students  and 
adequate  selection  procedures.  Sometimes 
capable  potential  graduate  students  fail 
to  find  their  way  to  such  education  in  the 
medical  sciences  because  of  ignorance  of 
the  opportunities,  lack  of  financial  sup- 
port, or  because  of  competing  attraction 
of  more  lucrative  but  otherwise  less  suit- 
able careers.  Obviously,  only  a  relatively 
few  college  graduates  will  and  should 
find  their  way  to  careers  in  the  medical 
sciences.  However,  I  believe  that  under- 
graduates (especially  in  Virginia  and  the 
southern  region)  should  have  available 
better  information  about  such  careers  so 
that  earlier  decisions  could  be  made  and 
college  curricula  more  intelligently  planned 
for  potential  graduate  students. 

Graduate  students  depend  heavily  upon 
financial  support  and  the  number  of  fel- 
lowships, assistantships,  and  scholarships 
available  is  gradually  increasing.  A  survey 
of  the  graduate  schools  of  the  country 
shows  that  stipends  are  generally  inade- 
quate, especially  for  married  students. 
There  is  great  need  for  a  wider  geo- 
graphical distribution  of  pre-doctoral  and 
other  graduate  fellowships  and  teaching 
assistantships.  Private  gifts  (such  as  the 
munificent  gift  which  established  the  A. 
D.  Williams  scholarships  and  fellowships 
at  MCV)  and  local  and  regional  public 
support  are  necessary  in  strengthening 
graduate  study  on  a  wider  geographical 
basis.  The  new  National  Defense  Edu- 
cation Act  of  1958,  which  provides  1000

pre-doctoral  fellowships  (in  all  fields  of 
learning)  for  the  coming  year  has  as  an 
express  purpose  the  creation  of  new  and 
expanded  graduate  study  programs  widely 
distributed  across  the  country  so  that 
superior  graduate  education  shall  not  be 
limited  to  a  relatively  few  large  educa- 
tional centers. 

A  further  element  in  a  sound  program 
is  a  realistic  philosophy  and  firm  ad- 
ministrative and  public  support.  Special- 
ized education  for  the  medical  scientist 
requires  high  standards,  clear  recognition 
of  the  demands  of  his  job,  and  acceptance 
of  the  importance  of  educating  him.  If 
there  was  ever  an  attitude  that  such  sci- 
entists are  "ivory-tower"  supernumeraries 
whom  society  supported  and  tolerated  as 
a  cultural  luxury,  such  an  attitude  is  now 
obsolete.  The  medical  scientist  is  as  es- 
sential in  our  modern  expanding  civiliza- 
tion as  the  jet  pilot,  the  rocket  engi- 
neer, or  the  nuclear  physicist;  and  his 
selection  and  education  require  just  as 
special  planning  and  attention,  nor  can 
it  be  left  to  chance.  Graduate  study  in 
the  medical  sciences  is  not  for  misfits 
nor  is  it  properly  a  back-door  approach 
to  some  other  professional  goal.  Graduate 
students  in  the  medical  sciences  are  an 
elite  group.  We  must  decide  what  kinds 
of  such  scientists  we  need  and  plan  dili-

Honoring  One  or  MCV's  First 
Graduate  Students:  James  Henry  Wills 

John  C.  Forbes.  Research  Professor  of  Biochemistry 


In  this  edition  of  The  Scarab  which 
is  devoted  to  the  graduate  school,  it 
is  appropriate  that  it  should  contain  a 
short  article  on  one  of  our  first  grad- 
uate students.  Dr.  James  Henry  Wills 
was  born  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  August 
7,  1912.  After  being  graduated  with  hon- 
ors from  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute  in 
1934,  he  came  to  the  Medical  College 
in  the  fall  of  1936  as  a  graduate  student 
in  the  department  of  biochemistry.  While 
here,  he  did  pioneer  work  on  the  effect 
of  dietary  factors  on  the  acid  neutralizing 
power  of  saliva.  After  receiving  his  Mas- 
ter of  Science  degree,  he  went  to  the 
University  of  Rochester  from  which  he 
earned  his  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philos- 
ophy. An  evidence  of  his  versatility  is 
the  fact  that  at  the  University  of  Rochester, 


he  decided  to  specialize  in  physiology, 
carrying  on  his  research  work  under  the 
distinguished  physiologist,  Dr.  Wallace 
O.  Fenn.  The  academic  year  1940-41  found 
him  at  Harvard  University  as  the  Amer- 
ican Physiological  Society  Porter  Fellow. 
Following  this,  he  returned  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  Rochester  as  a  member  of  the 
department  of  pharmacology.  The  South- 
land, however,  was  calling  him  so  he 
joined  the  pharmacology  department  of 
the  University  of  Tennessee  Medical 
School  in  1946.  In  1947,  he  was  ap- 
pointed pharmacologist,  Army  Chemical 
Center,  and  in  1949  he  was  named  Chief, 
Pharmacology  Section,  Medical  Division, 
Army  Chemical  Center,  a  position  which 
he  is  still  holding  with  distinction.  In 
1948,  he  married  a  most  charming  girl 


Dr.  John  C.  Forbes  is  known  by  generations  of  students  as  a  valued  teacher  and  by  his 
colleagues  throughout  the  country  as  a  distinguished  investigator.  He  served  as  the 
first  chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Graduate  Studies  from  1934  to  1947.  Dr.  Forbes  has 
served  on  numerous  committees  of  the  College  and  in  many  scientific  and  professional 
societies.  This  year,  he  is  president  of  the  Virginia  Accdemy  of  Science. 


who  is  also  a  scientist  like  himself,  Eliz- 
abeth Cass,  a  Ph.D.  graduate  from  Roch- 
ester. 

This  year,  Dr.  Wills  is  doing  special 
research  as  a  Secretary  of  the  Army  Fel- 
low and  plans  to  work  at  the  National  In- 
stitute for  Medical  Research,  London. 

One  of  the  things  that  always  im- 
pressed me  when  Dr.  Wills  was  a  grad- 
uate student  in  our  department  was  his 
varied  interests.  I  always  used  to  enjoy 
his  stories  about  his  archeological  trip 
to  Crete  and  Rome.  I  hope  he  has  still 
retained  his  ability  to  make  angel-food 
cake,  examples  of  which  talent  I  often 
enjoyed.  My  brick  retaining  wall  at  our 
former  home  at  Brittons  Hill  Farm  testi- 
fies to  his  bricklaying  propensities.  He 
not  only  showed  me  what  to  do  but  also 
did  most  of  the  work  himself. 

Associated  with  Dr.  Wills  as  a  grad- 
uate student  was  another  brilliant  student, 
Jeanette  Shute  McConnell  (Mrs.  W.  K. 
Shorey)  who  later  graduated  with  an 
M.  D.  degree  from  the  University  of  Penn- 
sylvania. The  Medical  College  is  justly 
proud  of  these,  our  first  graduate  students.

We  proudly  salute  Marguerite  Gay 
Nicholson  as  our  "Woman  of  the  Hour." 
At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Virginia  State 
Nurses  Association  Miss  Nicholson  was 
the  recipient  of  the  Nancy  Vance  Me- 
morial Award  for  nurses.  Since  many  of 
us  glibly  speak  of  the  Nancy  Vance  Pin, 
and  far  too  few  of  us  are  fully  aware 
of  the  significance  of  this  award,  to  bring 
us  up-to-date,  I  quote  from  an  article  by 
Ellen  Harvie  Smith  in  BITS  OF  NEWS 
in  March,  1942:  "In  1925,  the  late  En- 
nion  G.  Williams,  Commissioner  of 
Health  for  Virginia,  awarded  a  pearl- 
studded  star  shaped  gold  pin  to  Nancy 
Vance  in  recognition  of  her  consecrated 
efforts  and  practical  idealism  in  making 
the  Five-Point  Standard  of  Health  a  work- 
ing program.   .   .   . 

"Nancy  Vance  was  an  inspiration  to 
me.  It  was  my  privilege  to  work  with 
her  when  for  several  years  I  was  a  volun- 
teer in  the  Bureau  of  Maternal  and  Child 
Health  of  the  Virginia  Department  of 
Health.   ... 

"When  Nancy  Vance  told  me  not  long 
before  she  died  that  she  wanted  me  to 
have  her  Five-Point  Pin,  and  when  she 
sent  it  to  me  as  one  of  her  last  efforts, 
I  determined  that  this  Five-Point  Pin 
should  become  a  living  symbol  of  what 
one  person  could  do  who  consecrated 
herself  to  helping  others — 'to  help  them- 
selves'— as  Nancy  would  have  phrased 
it.  Without  her  knowledge,  I  interested 
Mr.  William  Shands  Meacham,  associate 
editor,  Richmond  Times-Dispatch,  who 
in  turn  interested  the  executive  commit- 
tee of  the  Richmond  Professional  Insti- 
tute, College  of  William  and  Mary,  in 
the  plan  to  make  the  pin  an  annual  award 
to  the  public  health  nurse  in  Virginia 
doing  outstanding  work  in  her  field.  The 
award  jury  consisted  of  Dr.  William  T. 
Graham,  chairman;  Miss  Mary  I.  Mastin; 
Dr.  J.  Shelton  Horsley;  Dr.  Wortley  F. 
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Rudd;  Miss  Frances  F.  Montgomery;  Mr. 
Meacham;  and  myself.   .   .   . 

"I  am  glad  that  Nancy  Vance  knew 
before  she  died  that  the  Five-Point  Pin 
would  become  a  living  thing,  helping  to 
inspire  other  nurses  to  the  same  self- 
forgetful  service,  and  I  am  very  proud 
that  the  opportunity  was  given  me  to 
suggest  the  plan." 

The  first  Memorial  Award  was  made 
to  a  Virginia  nurse  in  1943.  Shortly  there- 
after the  award  jury  requested  the  then 
Graduate  Nurses  Association  of  Virginia 
to  accept  the  responsibility  for  the  selec- 
tion of  future  recipients  and  to  broaden 
the  field  to  include  all  Virginia  graduate 
nurses  who  might  be  eligible,  rather  than 
just   public   health   nurses. 

Marguerite  completely  meets  the  regu- 
lations governing  the  award,  which  state 
that  the  recipient   shall: 

1.  Have  been  actively  engaged  in  fields 
of  nursing  in  Virginia  for  at  least  five 
years,  immediately  preceding  the  award 
of  the  Pin. 

2.  Have  been  a  member  of  the  Vir- 
ginia State  Nurses  Association  for  at  least 
five  years  immediately  preceding  the 
award    of   the    Pin. 

3.  Have  exemplified  Miss  Vance's  char- 
acteristics .  .  i.e.,  her  character  must  be 
above  reproach;   she  must  have   demon- 


strated unusual  qualities  of  unselfishness 
in  service  to  the  work  in  which  she  is 
engaged;  she  must  have  accomplished  out- 
standing results  in  her  field  of  endeavor; 
and  she  must  have  demonstrated  an  un- 
usual ability  to  work  with  others. 

Miss  Nicholson  was  born  in  Windsor, 
Virginia,  on  September  30,  1911.  She 
attended  Peabody  Conservatory  of  Music 
in  Baltimore  for  three  years  where  she 
studied  piano  and  organ.  In  1931  she 
entered  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
school  of  nursing  and  graduated  in  1934. 
She  earned  a  Bachelor  of  Science  De- 
gree in  nursing  from  the  University  of 
Virginia  in  1942  and  received  a  Master 
of  Science  degree  in  nursing  education 
from  Teachers  College,  Columbia  Uni- 
versity, in  1952.  Following  graduation 
in  1931  she  has  served  as:  supervisor, 
Medical-Surgical  Units  Memorial  Hos- 
pital, MCV;  part-time  general  duty  and 
post  graduate  study — University  Hospitals- 
Western  Reserve  University,  Cleveland, 
Ohio;  nursing  arts  instructor,  MCV 
school  of  nursing;  member  of  the  teach- 
ing staff,  Johns  Hopkins  Hospital  school 
of  nursing,  Baltimore,  Maryland ;  assistant 
director  of  nursing,  Out-patient  Dept., 
MCV;  assistant  director,  nursing  service, 
MCV;  assistant  to  the  dean  of  the  school

The  announcement  of  these  fellow- 
ship assignments  to  American  graduate 
schools  sometime  in  February  will  un- 
doubtedly serve  as  a  very  great  impetus 
to  graduating  seniors  to  apply  for  pre- 
doctoral  graduate  studies.

School  of  Pharmacy 

The    Admissions    Committee    in    the 
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school  of  pharmacy  has  been  actively 
working  since  the  first  of  the  year.  Be- 
cause we  accept  applicants  who  are  grad- 
uating from  high  school  in  the  spring 
for  fall  classes,  it  is  difficult  to  begin 
accepting  students  any  earlier.  We  will 
continue  to  accept  qualified  students  un- 
til we  have  filled  the  eighty  places  avail- 
able in  our  freshman  and  sophomore 
classes. 

Since  so  many  alumni  have  been  ac- 
tively engaged  in  assisting  our  recruit- 
ment program,  our  rules  of  admission 
are  being  reviewed  here.  All  freshmen 
must  be  attending  an  accredited  high 
school  with  the  expectation  of  gradua- 
tion before  September.  Our  only  specific 
requirement  for  courses  is  algebra  and 
plane  geometry.  The  other  courses  may 
be  made  up  from  those  required  of  every 
high  school  graduate  plus  electives.  We 
urge  that  the  student  take  as  much  sci- 
ence and  math  as  is  available  but  this 
is  not  an  absolute  requirement.  Those 
students  who  have  not  been  able  to  at- 
tend an  accredited  school  for  reasons  be- 
yond their  control  may  qualify  for  ad- 
mission on  the  basis  of  a  high  school 
completion  test  recognized  by  the  De- 
partment of  Education. 

Preference  is  given  those  students  who 
stand  in  the  upper  half  of  the  high  school 
class.  In  every  instance,  we  insist  that 
all  references  must  recommend  the  appli- 
cant. If  one  reference  does  not  recom- 
mend, the  student's  application  is  placed 
with  others  in  his  category  and  reviewed 
in  early  summer.  If  space  is  available 
those  students  who  are  best  qualified  of 
this  group  may  be  accepted  at  that  time. 

Considerable  attention  is  devoted  to 
the  students  performance  on  standard- 
ized tests  administered  by  the  high  school. 
Students  also  have  available  the  College 
Entrance  Examination  Board  which  can 
be  taken  throughout  the  State.  Results 
of  these  tests  are  sent  directly  to  the  Col- 
lege. We  recommend  that  all  applicants 
take  the  test  in  their  own  interest  and 
have  the  results  forwarded  to  us. 

Our  concern  has  always  been  twofold. 
First,  we  are  interested  in  admitting  the 
best  qualified  students  available  who  are 
interested  in  pharmacy  as  a  career.  Sec- 
ond, we  try  to  act  in  terms  of  the  futures 
of  the  applicants.  In  some  instances,  stu- 


dents may  benefit  by  attending  another 
college  because  of  ultimate  career  inten- 
tions or  in  some  instances,  immaturity. 

Of  course,  we  do  our  best  to  give  pri- 
mary consideration  to  Virginia  residents. 
Generally,  an  out-of-state  student  should 
have  a  good  reason  for  wishing  to  at- 
tend our  school.  In  this  connection,  we 
do  try  to  assist  sons  and  daughters  of 
alumni  wherever  possible. 

Finally,  it  is  always  helpful  to  talk 
to  the  applicants.  This  is  not  a  require- 
ment, but  is  most  helpful  to  us  and  the 
student.  Where  applicants  have  been  in 
contact  with  our  alumni,  we  find  they 
are  better  acquainted  with  the  profession, 
which  is  desirable. 

We  thank  all  of  you  for  the  assistance 
you  have  given  us  in  directing  qualified 
youngsters   into   the   profession.

It  occurred  to  me  that  a  resume  of 
students'  activities  in  the  school  of  nurs- 
ing might  be  of  interest  to  alumnae,  espe- 
cially if  these  events  recall  fond  mem- 
ories of  one's  own  participation  in  student 
affairs.

After  thoroughly 
enjoying  their  first  night  jitters,  the  class 
responded  to  an  invitation  to  repeat  the 
performance  at  the  Veterans  Hospital, 
thereby  becoming  "veteran  actresses." 

The  financial  success  of  the  dramatic 
effort  made  it  possible  for  the  school  of 
nursing  to  hold  the  annual  Christmas 
dance  at  the  Mosque  ballroom.  A  noble 
first  (with  our  name  in  lights  on  the 
Mosque  marquee),  it  was  with  some 
trepidation  that  the  step  was  taken.  (The 
capacity  of  the  ballroom  is  1800  persons.) 
Much  to  our  pleasure  and  in  spite  of  a 
heavy  snow  storm,  approximately  1200 
students  and  their  guests  gathered  for 
the  event.

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Old  Doc  Tivis  said  he  wore  out  a 
dozen  horses  before  good  roads  came  to 
Dickenson   County. 

But  at  79  Virginia's  General  Practition- 
er of  the  Year — Dr.  Tivis  Sutherland — 
is  far  from  worn  out  himself.  He  said 
only  now  is  he  finding  time  to  draw  a 
second  breath. 

The  statewide  honor  was  conferred  upon 
the  mild-mannered  doctor  recently  by  the

Virginia  Medical  Society  as  he  completed 
his   50th  year   of  practice. 

Sutherland  says  the  award  took  him 
completely  by  surprise.  "I  didn't  think 
folks  outside  these  hills  knew  about  me," 
he  said. 

Somehow,  though,  word  had  spread 
about  a  lifetime  of  service  which  could 
fill  several  books.  The  first  ten  years  of 
his  50  in  medicine  were  spent  near  here 
in  the  community  of  Tiny.  In  1918  he 
moved  to  Haysi,  a  small  mining  town 
in  the  rugged  mountains  of  southwest 
Virginia,   and  here  he  stayed. 

The  horses,  he  recalled,  were  the  only 
means  of  travel  in  Dickenson  and  neigh- 
boring Buchanan  counties  until  about 
1922.  Sutherland  said  he  kept  two — so 
one  always  could  be  resting  for  the  stren- 
uous days  and  nights  he  spent  visiting 
the  sick  in  often  remote  areas  here. 

"Many  a  winter's  night,"  his  wife  says, 
"the  doctor  would  come  in  after  midnight 
— asleep  in  the  saddle.  I  would  have  to 
get  a  hammer  to  knock  his  boots  loose 
from  the  stirrups.  They  had  frozen  there 
after  the  horse  splashed  through  icy  creeks 
on  the  way  home.  There  weren't  any 
bridges  in  those  days."

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"An  uncle  was  responsible,"  he  said. 
"One  day  Dr.  Noah  Sutherland — the  un- 
cle— came  back  from  Richmond  with  such 
glowing  reports  about  the  medical  school 
he  just  had  finished  that  I  decided  to  try 
it  too." 

Using  money  "begged,  borrowed  and 
saved,"  he  enrolled  in  1904  at  the  old 
University  College  of  Medicine  (merged 
in  1913  with  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia). A  diploma  followed  four  years 
later. 

The  next  big  event  he  recalls  in  his 
life  was  three  years  later  when  a  young 
schoolteacher  "chased  me  down  until  I 
married  her." 

"Sometimes  today  I  think  she  knows 
more  about  medicine  than  I  do.  Some 
of  the  kids  will  ask  for  her  to  give  them 
shots,"  Sutherland  said  of  his  wife,  the 
former  Emma  Burns  Yates. 

Two  offices  are  required  to  handle  all 
the  doctor's  patients — even  at  age  79. 
One,  downtown,  is  used  during  the  day. 
The  other,  in  his  home,  stays  busy  most 
of  the  evening,  sometimes  with  as  many 
as  15  or  20  patients,  Mrs.  Sutherland  said.

The  seminar  was  oversubscribed,  ac- 
cording to  Thomas  Jordan,  administrative 
assistant  to  the  State  Chief  of  Medical 
Examiners. 

Further  enrollments  were  denied  with 
an  announcement  that  the  seminar  prob- 
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ably  will  be  repeated  next  year,  Jordan 
said. 

Personal  injury  suits  arising  from  auto 
accidents  frequently  drive  lawyers  in- 
volved to  acute  frustration  with  such  med- 
ical testimony  as  this: 

"Auscultation  of  the  chest  revealed 
clear  breath  sounds  bilaterally,  anteriorly, 
posteriorly  and  lung  expansion  appeared 
normal.  There  was  no  evidence  on  phys- 
ical examination  of  a  hemo  or  pneumo- 
thorax." 

As  a  result,  lawyers  questioning  doctors 
sometimes  grow  to  feel  that  the  witness 
is  not  co-operating  or  is  being  obscure 
intentionally.  The  medical  witness,  on  the 
other  hand,  has  his  own  frustrations.  Ac- 
customed to  using  explicit  medical  terms, 
he  may  have  a  hard  time  being  lucid 
enough  for  laymen  on  a  jury.  He  is  con- 
fined to  answering  questions  by  the  law- 
yer, who  may  not  know  enough  anatomy 
to  put  the  proper  questions  to  him. 

Hence,   the  state's  first  seminar. 

It  was  arranged  by  the  Department 
of  Legal  Medicine  of  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Virginia  State  Bar  Association. 

After  extensive  "classroom"  work  at 
MCV  on  Friday  and  again  Saturday 
morning,  the  lawyer-audience  had  two 
court  cases  presented  Saturday  afternoon. 
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Doctors  who  testified  in  the  cases  pre- 
sented that  testimony  to  the  lawyers  dis- 
guising the  names  of  the  patients.

gently  to  fill  the  cadre.  One  feels  sure 
that  there  are  among  American  students 
now  in  schools  and  colleges  a  sufficient 
number  who,  with  guidance  and  support, 
will  select  these  careers  as  their  first  choice. 

Special  courses  for  graduate  students 
at  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  are 
offered  in  departments  of  anatomy,  bio- 
chemistry, biology  and  genetics,  biophys- 
ics, chemistry  and  pharmaceutical  chem- 
istry, dental  research,  legal  medicine,  mi- 
crobiology, neurological  science,  pharma- 
cology, and  physiology.  In  addition, 
courses  in  the  department  of  pathology 
may  be  taken  for  graduate  credit.  In  the 
past  and  at  present,  graduate  students 
have  been  or  are  enrolled  in  these  de- 
partments for  their  major  work.  Work 
for  the  Ph.D.  is  currently  offered  in  anat- 
omy, biochemistry,  biophysics,  chemistry 
and  pharmaceutical  chemistry,  pharma- 
cology, and  physiology.  In  the  coming 
year,  the  department  of  biology  and  ge- 
netics hopes  to  initiate  a  Ph.D.  program. 
Arrangements  are  also  made  whereby  the 
staff  of  such  departments  as  clinical  pa- 
thology, legal  medicine,  and  medicine  co- 
operate with  one  of  the  basic  science  de- 
partments in  the  education  of  graduate 
students.  It  is  expected  and  hoped  that 
such  programs  will  grow. 

I  have  attempted  here  to  give  a  picture 
of  the  place  of  the  medical  scientist  in 
the  world  of  the  present  and  the  future 
and  something  of  his  education  and  our 
contribution  at  MCV.  I  see  his  status  as 
one  of  ever-increasing  meaning  and  value 
and  his  role  becoming  more  and  more 
clearly  defined  and  recognized.  Never  be- 
fore has  so  much  depended  upon  the 
medical  scientist.  Major  health  problems 


such  as  malignant  and  cardiovascular  dis- 
eases, mental  illness,  and  alcoholism  are 
becoming  directly  accessible  to  explora- 
tion by  the  basic  scientist  in  ways  and  to 
a  degree  impossible  as  short  a  while  ago 
as  15  years.  Boundaries  set  a  generation 
ago  have  now  been  far  exceeded.  The 
time-lag  between  basic  discoveries  and 
clinical  applications  can  now  be  fantas- 
tically shortened  if  only  we  are  willing 
to  seize  our  opportunities.  Whole  new 
fields  of  human  effort  now  present  them- 
selves: our  probing  into  space  calls  for 
new  biophysical,  biochemical,  physiologi- 
cal, and  psychological  insights  into  the 
functions  of  man  under  stress.  Accelera- 
tion patterns,  temperature  extremes, 
weightlessness,  and  radiation  will  pose 
new  problems  for  the  graduate  students 
of  the  future.  Many  of  these  problems 
will  in  part  be  worked  out  in  special 
governmental  installations;  the  basic  work 
and  training  of  the  medical  scientist  will 
still  take  place  in  the  medical  institutions 
offering  graduate  study. 

Medical  scientists  need  to  be  educated 
men  and  women,  gifted  and  capable  of 
growth  in  their  understanding  of  them- 
selves and  others  and  the  world  around 
them,  imbuecl  with  venturesome  curiosity, 
the  love  of  learning  and  practical  dedica- 
tion to  human  welfare,  and  endowed  with 
the  gift  of  charity.  I  like  to  hope  that  at 
our  College  we  are  helping  and  will  con- 
tinue to  help  such  people  to  make  a  good 
start.

of  nursing,  MCV;  associate  dean  and 
professor  of  nursing,  MCV;  and  follow- 
ing the  recent  reorganization  she  is  now 
professor  of  nursing  and  director  of  the 
Saint  Philip  school  of  nursing,  MCV. 

Upon  her  appointment  as  director  of 
the  Saint  Philip  school  of  nursing  the 
Saint  Philip  alumnae  honored  her  at  a 
luncheon  and  presented  her  with  a  gift 
as   a  token  of  their  esteem. 

Even  though  she  decided  against  a 
career  as  a  professional  musician  she 
has  not  lost  her  interest  in  and  her  love 
for  music.
